They all lived on tiia 1 arm aad had no naigh- 
bors nearer than half a mile^ e 

The atnoke was aeen iu Arlington and a 
party of citicena want out to investicrate tbe 
affair. Upon arriving at the farm they 
found the bam totally destroyed, together 
witb twenty-five head of Btock. In the ruins 
of the barn, scattered among the dead horses 
aad cattle, tbey found tha remains of the en- 
tire fhmily. Ifo one knows how it happened. 
Some few entertain BoqileloB of foul play, 
but the majority incUaatotba belief that 
tha bam took flre fa aoma way, parfaapa 
through the act of an facandiary, and that 
tbe family raihad to tha reacue of tha live 
stock, aad wbUa attempting to loosen them 
were Biiffocatad. No frad axlatad between 
the membera ot tba ftually, and no aaamies 
are known.

AN A LABAMA RIOT. 
An Attempt to Avaaga a Bocant lomohinK. 
Tha MillMa Called Wo*. 

MoNTOOldUlT, Ala., May 7.— There is 
troaUa fa Lowndsa oottnty, where the 
negroes outnumber tha whites six to one. It 
grew out of tha mnrdar fa March of Mitobell 
Oresbam by Thaa Oalloway, a colored man. 
Calloway daimed tba klllfag was in self-de- 
fense, and when about one week later be was 
lynched «t Haynerille, tbe colored people 
began threatening and preparing for ven- 
geanoa Their demousf'.ratious around Sandy 
Ridge, where the killlag of Oreaham oc- 
curred, became so open that white citiaens 
applied to the ahsrlff for protection. 

They swore out twenty warrants against 
as many negroea, and tha sheriff, in attempt- 
ing to execute oaa on Wednesday laat, waa 
resisted, and wounded hie man before taking 
him. He then gathered a poesu of fifty 
armed white men, and Friday arresi«Hi about 
fifteen colored men. On their way to jail 
they came in conflict witb a litrt;e Ixjdy of 
armed colored men and dis|.iei'sed them with 
a few volleys. The sheriff had gone off to 
the nearest telegraph station and the j>os.s« 
was in charge of Deputies Rmv, Merii 
wether and D. Cook. Both of these were 

wounded and two coioiad BHa ara said to 

have lH'«'n killed,
